Among their concerns 
are health care programs, mass transportation, housing, and age 
discrimination in employment. Currently, the elderly comprise 10.7% 
of the country's population and this figure is expected to reach 20% 
within 50 years. 

In addition to her work with the Gray Panthers, Maggie Kuhn 
worked closely with the Retired Professional Action Group organized 
by Ralph Nader. She is presently working on a new book about aging
